The man, who said he was Robert 
Switze, aged 29, and a native of East 
Orange, N. J.. was charged with 
espionage. ‘(Members of the family 
in East Orange spell the name Switz.) 

His wife, who identified herself as 


the former Marjorie Tilley, who was 
born in New York in 1911, was ac- 
cused of complicity in an espionage 
service reaching even into the min- 
istry of marine. 

They were arrested as they were 
about to flee, police safd, before a 
series of swift raids netting eight 
other men and women—including a 
man said to be a Canadian merchant 
and his wife—of various nationalities, 
clandestine radio apparatus, military 
documents, communist books, photo- 
graphic equipment, large sums of 
money and papers indicating com- 
munist affiliations. 

Held Incommunicado. 

Police held all incommunicado and, 
pending an examination by a magis- 
trate, the Switzes were given no op 
portunity to deny or explain. 

Authorities said all indications were 
that the band worked for the benefit 


'of soviet Russia. 


The real chiefs of the organizations 
were suspected by police to be two 
Russians whom Switze was reported 
to have met frequently and who fled 
from France in July when they were 
replaced by two others still at large. 

Switz, who, police said, was always

Dr. Harry R.”Street, of Washington, 
today told a Montgomery county jury 
that his “cancer salve’—alleged to 
have caused the death of Mrs. Cora 
Britton, of May's Landing, N. J.— 
was “safe and controllable” and had 
cured scores of cancer patients.

_growing out of their alleged malprac- 


tice on Mrs. Britton. The state con- 
tends tlt the salve, invented by 
Street and applied by both defendants, 
burned away Mrs. Britton’s righi 
breast, poisoned her entire system and 
resulted in her death. 

When he went on the witness stand 
Dr. Street freely admitted the state’s 
contention that his salve contained 
zine chloride. He said that one-third 
of the salve was composed of the com- 


pound and a powder made from san- 
guinaria root.

“The error in overruling the demur- 
rer to the respondent's answer entered 
into the further trial of the case and 
rendered all subsequent proceedings 
nugatory.”

Such a corporation, he said, could 
raise the necessary funds through the 
sale of bonds at a low rate of interest 
and reduce the interest payments of 
the carriers one half. 

Harrison said the railroad problem 
was entirely one of finances, “a relic 
of unwise methods of the past.”

Harrison declared only those con- 
solidations of railroads which were 
clearly shown to be in the public in- 
terest should be permitted and any 
economies that might result should be 
used to “discharge the obligations of 
the industry to its workers.” 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations of Harrison 
were for a sound and adequate system 
of pay roll reserves; shortening of the 
work period; retirement insurance, 
the abolition of company unions, and 
greater co-operation between the rail- 
roads and their employes. 

The shorter work period and higher 
rates of pay for all workers were 
staunchly championed by Whitney in 
his address. The increased efficiency 
of workers and the added demands 
made upon them through modern 
methods entitled them to additional 
compensation, he said. 

Miss Perkins said general adoption 
of such a program as she offered, in 
her opinion, would help all wage earn- 
ers and be of real value to employers 
and the communities as well. 

“It would pay dividends in produc- 
tion and in health and satisfaction to 
the individual workers,” she said, add-

BOOKKEEPING WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Calamity howlers 
are yodeling in despair about the federal 

budget. They think it is in bad shape. They say it will not be 
unbalanced. but so far askew as to disturb confidence in govern- 
ment bonds. They see no prospect of performing the spring re- 
financing successfully. They do not say these things openly, but 
that is what they are driving at. 

Their trouble is that they assume the government needs money 
to balance the budget. 

As a matter of practical fact, all the government needs is a good 
sharp pencil. 


FUNDAMENTALS No well-informed persons use the phrase 


“balancing the budget” any more. It is 
obsolete. It does not mean anything under the existing treasury 
bookkeeping system. 

Everyone knows thesé alphabetical super-relief agencies are cost- 
ing more money than the government can take in. They will pos- 
sibly cost ten billions during the next three years. But these ex- 
penses are not in the budget. They are segregated outside. 

The budget contains only the ordinary running expenses of the 
government. -The inside estimate is that it will show a surplus of 
a billion dollars at the end of this fiscal year (June 30). 

So the question is not whether the budget is balanced, but 
whether the whole scheme of income and outgo is on a sane basis. 
The real problem is not to make the books balance but to maintain 
the confidence of bondholders in the government’s ability.to pay off 
its excess current expenditures in the end. 

At least, that is the principle upon which Mr. Roosevelt is pro- 
ceeding. He believes it can and will be done that way. 


IN THE FUTURE Mr. Roosevelt’s theory is that business will 


be better. If it is, government revenues 
He can pay off in years of plenty the obligations 
Some experts doubt his ability to 


will be better. 
incurred in the years of wanf. 
do that. 

But what it all boils down to is a question whether you think busi- 
ness is going to be sufficiently better to meet the expenses within a 
reasonable time. If you do not believe it will, then you do not 
want government bonds or money or anything else except a storm 
cellar full of food. 

The administration men here think it cannot help but work out 
satisfactorily. They say that if Mr. Roosevelt keeps spending with- 
in reason and keeps congress from going off on a ten-billion-dollar 
public works spree and other things like that, he will be all right. 

They know the existing budget system is trick bookkeeping. 
They also know that it is a practical necessity. 

Therefore all they want to do is to keep excess expenditures 
within. reason, and they*’ will not worry about ‘‘balancing the 
budget.” 


VOICE Mr. Hoover himself concurs in the republican decision 
to lay off Roosevelt in the coming congressional session. 
At least, his unofficial Washington spokesman, Larry Richey, 
has joined in the move. Richey has told all republican senate and 
house leaders who asked him that he thinks it would be unwise 
to use obstruction tactics. He thinks the welfare of the country 
should be considered first. 
Richey would hardly have taken such a step without having 
heard from Palo Alto. 


EFFECT The decision means that Senator Fess can keep on 

saying the country is going to hell, if he wants to. 
Senator Schall will be permitted to characterize General Johnson as 
a scorpion or worse. The republican national committee can lam- 
bast the money policy. These will be considered purely personal 
and routine political matters. 

The general basic policy of the nominal republican leaders in 
congress will be to go along with the administration whenever they 
can. 

How much the decision means will depend on how it works out 
in practice on the floor of each house. 


CANDIDATES The big shot republicans reached another de- 
cision which was not made public. They agreed 
to soft pedal talk about presidential candidacies for 1936. 

To talk about or work for McNary, Snell, Mills, Reed or Hoover 
again, at this time, would be foolish. The only immediate political 
problem from their standpoint is the congressional election next 
November. They decided to concentrate. on that in an individual 
rather than a national way. 

These decisions merely apply a little commog sense to the 
situation. After all, that is the best politics. 

Republicans do not have to go out and seek issues or candi- 
dates.

| Extending Code Time 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—(AP)~— 
The executive order issued today by 
President Roosevelt continuing the 
neni re-employment code fol- 
ows: 7 


“I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, presidené 
of the United States, pursuant to the 
authority vested in me by title one 
of the national industrial recovery act, 
approved June 16, 1933, and other- 
wise, do hereby provide as follows and 
do hereby prescribe the rules and 
regulations hereinafter set forth which 

deem necessary for carrying out 
the purposes of title one of said act: 

“l hereby offer to enter into the 
president's re-employment agreement 
with every employer, in so far as he is 
not covered by an approved code of 
fair competition, for a further period 
of four months from January 1, 1954, 
to April 30, 1934, or to any earlier 
date of approval of a code of fair 


“Employers who shall have already 
signed the president's re-employment 
agreement before January 1, 1954. 
may accept this offer of extension by 
display of the Blue Eagle on or after 
January 1, 1934. Employers who 
shall not have signed the president's 
re-employment agreement before Jan- 
uary 1, 1934, may accept this offer 
of extension by signing the presi- 
dent’s re-employment agreement. 

“All substitutions and exemptions 
approved, and all exceptions granted 
to particular employers, before Jan- 
yary 1, 1934, will apply to the presi- 
dent’s re-employment agreement as so 
extended. 

“Display of the Blue Eagle on or 
after January 1, 1934, by an employer 
who shall have signed the president's 
re-employment agreement prior to 
January 1, 1934, shall be deemed an 
acceptance of this offer of extension; 
and for the purpose of my executive 
order dated October 14, 1933, which. 
among other things prohibits false rep- 
resentation of compliance with the 
provisions of the president’s re-em- 
ployment agreement, display of the 
Blue Eagle by any employer on or 
after January 1, 1934. shall be deem- 
ed a representation that he is com- 
ploying with the president's re-employ- 
ment agreement, as extended by this 
executive order.

Mrs, Switz, an active clubwoman, was 
not at home.

Switz was born in East Orange on 
October 28, 1904, making him 29 
vears of age, He has two brothers.

measures of the recovery campaign 
might cushion the usual swooping 
post-holiday slump.

Rise Again in 1934 


Quite the best line ever written about George Herman) 
(Babe) Ruth was a contribution by Mr. Heywood Broun. The | 


Babe had been in a slump for several days but he arose in his 
might one summer’s afternoon and hit two home runs and 
a mess of singles. 

“Ruth, crushed to earth, will rise again,’’ wrote Mr. Broun, 
in recording the vital statistics on that afternoon’s hitting. 

In paraphrasing the old line about the inevitable 
recrudescence of truth, Mr. Broun summed up the ca- 

reer of baseball’s greatest figure. The Babe always did 

rise again. They began writing about his weak ankles 

at least 10 years ago. Because the Babe has been 

charging about in a baseball uniform for about 20 

years. And today they are writing the Babe out of the 

game once more. . 

Every year for the past 10 Ruth, crushed to earth in the 
public prints, has risen again to confound the authors and to 
again stride across the baseball scene, master of the scene, 

But now I am afraid that Ruth is crushed to earth. 

I will be hoping for him to rise again. I have always 

felt that the big fellow, despite the thousands he re- 

ceived, never got enough for his services. 

He became a legendary sort of figure. He was the John 
Henry of baseball, doing with a bat all the magnificent and 
impossible things which John Henry did with a cotton hook. 
He saved baseball after the Black Sox scandal. 

You see, it was in 1920 and 1921 that Babe Ruth 
began to bust the baseball. And those same years saw 

a revival in the game. Ruth became baseball. Base- 

ball salaries in the majors and minors climbed as the 

Babe’s climbed. The game and the players owe him 

a great deal. 

The game will go on without him, of course. But to the 
Babe Ruth fans it will never be the same game. I suppose 
that when Napoleon died at St. Helena his old soldiers gath- 
ered about the old standards and whispered that. there would 


never be another man who could beat the world and take an | 


army and elephants over the Alps before he was 40 years 
old. Well, come to think of it, | don’t believe there has been 
another one like Napoleon. I had started to point out that 
the war business had gone on very well indeed. And it has. 
But we haven’t had another general as brilliant as Napoleon. 
And we won’t have another Ruth. Just as we won't 

have another Bobby Jones in golf. The golf tourna- 

ment game hasn’t been so good since Bobby left it. 

At any rate, | hope that Ruth, crusned to earth, will rise 
for at least one more year.

Saving Partner a Guess. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON

A strong contract player will not 
only make the correct plays and cor- 
rect discards in defending against op- 
posing contracts, but will also play 
the defense in such a manner as [to 
make his partner’s play much easier. 
Whenever one partner is in a position 
to know from his own hand the win- 
ning line of play, he should then di- 
rect the line of defense and do every- 
thing ethically possible to make the 
line of play evident to his partner. In. 
today’s hand, South capitalized one 
a slight slip by declarer and careful- 
ly outlined the subsequent defense so 
that his partner could not possibly

North, with an almost 
looking hand, quite properly decided 
to open his singleton club, despite 
the fact that he held only one trump, 
figuring that a ruff was probably the 
only hope. Declarer distinctly erred 
at this point in not playing the hand 
safe for four-odd by going up with the 
ace of clubs; instead he played low 
from the dummy, South winning the 
trick with the king. 

South could now, of course, be fair- 
ly certain that his partner had led 
a singleton club. From the bidding, 
however, he was able to reason that 
his partner probably had but one 
trump and therefore could be given 
one ruff only. To defeat the contract, 
he realized that he would have to get 
a ruff of a diamond. If he immedi- 
ately returned a club, he knew North 
would now have to guess whether to 
lead spades or diamonds. Fither lead, 
of course, would put South in again 
immediately: but South further de- 
cided that if his count on the hand 
was correct, he would not be able to 
give North a second ruff, and unless 
a diamond was returned, only three 
tricks could be taken. 

South, therefore, before returning a 
club, made the very fine play of lay- 
ing down his ace of spades, setting 
up the king in dummy. He now re- 
turned the club, which North trumped 
with his singleton heart. North stop- 
ped in turn and took thought. Ob- 
viously, from the bidding, South's 
spade ace could not have been a 
singleton. Why, therefore, should 
South play this card, setting up the 
king in dummy, unless he wished to 
convey a very definite message to his 
partner? North quite properly de- 
coded this message as indicating that 
South wanted a diamond lead. He 
laid down his queen of diamonds and 
South ruffed for the fourth and set- 
ting trick. One foolish move by de- 
elarer had proved fatal, due to Souths 
careful play.

ROUND-TAILED MUSKRAT. 
Neofiber alleni is the round-tailed 
muskrat and considered in its true 


relationships, is « mouse. Yes, and 
so is the muskrat, for they both be- 
long to the subfamily Microtinae, 
which ee Microtus, the common 
field mouse of the United States. For 
many years, the round-tailed muskrat 
was considered to inhabit only the 
marshes of eastern and central Flor- 
ida, but there has been a recently dis- 
covered extension of its range, and 
now we can contentedly state that 
“Of course we have Neofiber in the 
Okefenokee swamp!” 


It is only half as large as its north- 
ern cousin, the true muskrat, which 
is to say that it is about 13 inches 
over all in length, and 5 inches of 
this is tail. In general the color is 
rufous brown. It doesn't seem to be 
as industrious an animal as the north- 
ern muskrat, probably because the 
warmer climate tends-to make it slug- 
gish. Ha! That is reasoning non 
sequitur, and might as well be disre- | 
garded, | 


The habit of the species are so. 
closely similar to those of the com- 
mon muskrat (I feel that we should 
say flat-tailad muskrat to distinguish | 
them here) that there is little use| 
restating them here.

tails of the home life of the muskrat 
in this column some time ago. 


The point that I am trying to make 
in this article is simply this: There 
are probably more specimens of Neo- 
fiber in museums of the north, east 
and west than in the states where 
they are resident, It is fitting that 
the studies 6f our indigenous species 
should be carried on here and not else- 
where. But what is a zoologist to 
do? Wait until a museum is built 
here? The work must go on. Those 
who have the facilities for work are 
going to do it. We in the south are 
not going to fold our hands and wait 
for the gods to give us a museum. We 
are going to the established institu- 
tions, carry on our studies, and pub- 
lish them for those institutions. 


The round-tailed muskrat could 
well be made the symbo! of southern 
zoological survey work. It is an ani- 
mal species in isolation, living its life 
in privacy, not entering into the lives 
of real muskrats and sometimes mak- 
ing a splash that means something, 
although it lives in a region of plenty. 
We are in the most fortunate region 
in North America, and are compelled 
to go north or west to do the work 
that should he done here. Yes, 
have a brotherly feeling for the round- 
tailed muskrat! Can't we develop a 
research institution here?
